Another annoying error in the American j 
Stud Book was disclosed last week when an 
agent of William* C. Whitney opened nsgotia- 1 
tions with Milton Young, of McGrathiana Stud, 
for the purchase of Early Morn, the dam of the ^ 
great filly Endurancs by Bight. It is said that ^ 
an offer of $7,500 for the mare was made to Col- 
onel Young, and that he accepted it, but when ^ 
the papers were about to be made out for the 
sale it was found that Early Morn is described • 
in the American Stud Book as being a chestnut 
mare, while in reality her color is bay,” says a ! 
Cincinnati newspaper. 

”Early Morn was bred by R. Botterill, was 
foaled in 1886, and was imported from England 
in 1893 by Colonel R. North, and from him she 
passed to the Belle Meade Stud, in Tennessee. 
She was bred to Inspector B. in the spring of 
1898, and in October of that year was put in a 
Veeding-out’ sale by General Jackson, and 
was purchased by John B. Ewing, of the Will- 
amette Stud. Mr. Ewing took her to Lexing- 
ton, Ky., along with a number of other mares, 
and put her in a sale at Horseman’s Head- 
quarters in December. There she was 
bought by Milton Young for something like 
140, and sent to McGrathiana Stud, where 
in the spring of 1899 she foaled a bay filly. This 
filly was purchased by Colonel W. S. Barnes, of 
the Melbourne Stud, for $800, named Endurance 
by Bight, and sent along with a big string of 
youngsters to Memphis in the early spring of 
1900 to be trained. There she was observed by 
John W. Schorr, whe paid Colonel Barnes $1,500 
for her racing qualities. That the purchase was 
a splendid investment for the Memphis brewer 
every one is aware. He finally bought her out- 
right from Colonel Barnes during the Saratoga 
meeting, and recently sold her for $35,000 to Mr. 
Whitney. 

”in the English stud book Early Morn is reg- 
istered under her dam, Late Nights, as being a 
bay filly by Silvester, and likewise in the Eng- 
lish racing calendar she is described as a bay 
filly. 

^Colonel Young has sent an agent to the 
Customs House in New York for a duplicate of 
the papers of importation , *10 which the mare is 
fully described, and when this is obtained the 
jockey club, which is now in control of the 
American stud book, will be asked to correct 
the error, and the probabilities are that the 
dam of the great filly will pass into the hands 
of Mr. Whitney. 

”Early Morn is now in foal to Woolsthorp, 
jointly owned by Milton Young and C. F. Mc- 
Meekin, and standing at McGrathiana stud. 

” Lately there has been soma discussion as to 
whether Endurance by Bight will train on, and 
how much may be expected of her in her three- 
year-old form. The races of her dam on the 
English turf, particularly on the occasion when 
she galloped away from a big field and won 
handily at a distance of a mUe and a half when 
a three-year-old, form a good basis for the argu- 
ment that she will stand well up with the three- 
year-olds of 190V^

The three-year-old 
Paul Clifford, in the Whitney lot, who 
ran thirteen times this season and was 
in the money each time, was the star of 
the sale J. H. McCormick secured him 
for $5,000. Mr. Whitney refused an offer ef

crack sprinter Bedpath commanded lively bid- 
ding and the firm of Buckley A Bailey was the 
purchaser for $4,650. The clever jumper Chara-

the big metropolitan tracks,” said a weU- 
known owner, who has just returned from New 

York. ”Take the St. Louis tracks for instance. 

Here they hang up $400, $500 and $800 purses and 
the stake events have;from $1,000 to $5,000 add- 
ed. In comparison to their net gross profits 
this is three times as much money as the east- 
“ ern tracks distribute among owners. Out there 
II they charge $2 to get into the grandstand and 
they have 100 bookmakers paying $40 or $50 per 
day, and the same number on the dead Une pay- 
ing about $25 apiece. Here in St. Louis the 
admission is only $1 and they have fourteen or 
fifteen books paying $100 per day. Figuring on 
“ this basis, which is a correct one, the eastern 
tracks are making ten times as much money as 
I, the St. Louis tracks, but the eastern horsemen 

n are far from getting ten times as big purses to 

” run for as the St. Louis owners. The race track 
game is so profitable out east that ail the big 
politicians are now trying to break into it. Tim 
Bnllivan wants to own a track and says he will 
have one ready to race over at Long Island next 
spring.”- St. Lonis Republic. 

It should not be overlooked by owners of thor- 
oughbreds that Rule 38 of the Rules of Racing 
provides that all horses foaled in the United 
States or Canada must be registered by Novem- 
ber 1 of the year in which they are foaled; that 
the fee for registration is $2 per head ; that if 
the matter of registration is neglected until De- 
cember 31, unintentionally or accidentally, a 
— fine of $10 per head will be imposed, and that 
90 after that date a fine of $50 per head will be as- 
sessed. The 1st of November is right at hand, 
and delay means money wasted. 



Tom Hayes sent his crack three-year-old. 
Royal Victor, to his farm in Kentucky several 
weeks ago, and will not attempt to race the 
horse again until next season. Mr. Hayes 
thinks the crack son of Victory is the best race 
horse he ever owned. Royal Victor is the colt 
that annexed the big Tennessee Derby for Mr. 
Hayes at Memphis last spring. Mr. Hayes, by 
the way, will have one of the strongest stables 
in the west next season, provided his horses 
winter well. In Royal Victor and Lady Strath- 
more he has a strong pair to represent him in 
the big handicaps, while in Runnels, he cer- 
tainly has a promising candidate for Derby 
honors. Bubns and Jordan also promise to de- 
velop into shifty three-year-olds and the two- 
year-old division of the stable will doubtless be 
heard from favorably as it includes some grand 
lookers that are extremely well bred. 

The only drawback in the case is the fact 
that, as matters now stand, Mr. Hayes is barred 
from racing next year over the Western Jockey 
Club tracks. 

”When you come right down to it a horseman 
is treated far better in the west than he is on
